Tim Buford is now enroute to n o r t h ­ 
ern Euro p e with 249 radical aliens de s­ 
tined for Hus.sia. 
It is not p ossible lor 
the ship to go to Soviet Russia and if 
the radicals are s. nt into th a t country 
they m ust be transp orted across one of 
the. adjacent countries. 
Mr. Cam enetti said th a t should neces­ 
sity require the use of additional sp ace 
at New York or in the districts to house 
the radicals aw aiting dep ortation. Step s 
would be taken to secure ca m p s or o t h ­ 
er facilities from the W a r or other d**- 
p a rte m n ts that might hav e suitable ac ­ 
commodations.

Fv ery large furni­ 
ture concern of the United States is represent­ 
ed here by one or more buy ers at this time, also 
many buy ers ol smaller stores are on hand. Ho­ 
tels cannot care lor all, so many are rooming 
in nearby homes. 
There are about 
a 
dozen 
mammoth buildings entirely dev oted to the dis­ 
play s oi furniture manufacturers* lines 
under 
normal conditions. 
Toda\ fully one-half the 
spaces are closed for the reason that about half 
the manufacturers ALREADY hav e orders on 
their bo o ks that will require six months to a 
y ear or more to till— therefore are refusing to 
book more orders until nex t J uly at the earliest. 
Neither does a manufacturer wish to take an 
order from a retailer who is not an old custo­ 
mer of his concern. 


I hav e been fortunate in placing contracts for 
a lot of good furniture for shipment during the 
nex t six months, presumably —although

portion of this reaches Dix on by nex t fall. Quite 
a number of fairly large orders that 1 placed 
here last July , are as y et unfilled 
and 
it 
is 
among such that we depend to quite an ex tent 
for our spring supplies this season. 


Unusually beautiful and highly desirable fur­ 
niture is made to a greater ex tent in and around 
(irand Rapids than any other locality in the 
United States—or 
for 
that 
matter, 
in 
the 
world and a great amount is ex ported—in fact, 
buy ers from nearly ev ery civ ilized nation on the 
globe come to the (Irand Rapids markets. It is 
interesting to read the “ Buy ers’ Register,” 
where one may find addresses of many foreign 
cities as well as American. 


From all that may be learned here— manufac­ 
turers are making efforts to 
turn 
out 
more 
goods this y ear than ev er before, but frankly 
admit that they are not at all sure it will be pos­ 
sible of accomplishment— further, the most con- 
S'-rvative of them seem to feel positiv e in the 
belief that sev eral y ears will pass before any 
possibility will permit of UONSIDFjRINU low­ 
er prices to the slightest ex tent. While prices are 
high it is quite apparent that mare can* is being 
giv en to produce furniture of ex cellence in ar­ 
tistic design and permanence in wearing qual­ 
ity , than ev er before— it is also noticeable that 
people are generally buy ing 
for their homes 
better furniture than in former times, and when 
one considers that if it WILL last a lifetime a 
piece of furniture need NOT1 be replaced; while 
when it FAILS to serv e its purpose the pocket- 
book MUST' bo drawn on to pay for ANOTHER 
piece to REPLACE it, then it may be realized 
that what possibly seemed an ex trav agance in 
buy ing a comparativ ely ex pensiv e article has in 
realty prov en true economy . 


While the furniture market generally is car­ 
ried on for the entire month, salesmen seem to 
think that the week ending the 1 0 th will find 
practically all manufacturers booked for ev ery ­ 
thing they can see their way to deliv er this sea­ 
so n and ev en now as I am writing sev eral hav e 
closed their order bo o ks and are leav ing their 
ex hibits on display as a matter of courtesy .
